It 
is rather because it his natural stratertc 
tidvantaves of location and liecause it is 
inhabited ty a wonderfully patriotic anil 
warlike people, who have defended it 
neaiist all corners. 
lf we are Tet too particular i in-our atiml- 
egies, Ethiopia might le called the Tibet 
of Africa. It has no Dalai Lama aml no 
forbidden city of Lhasa, with its monas- 
teries, but it does have a mumerotts reli- 
gious people, ancient and isolated, living 
in a mountain stronghold on the top of a 
continent.

The beginnings of Ethiopia go back to 
times-of myth and Jegend, LUnltke Evype, 
with which some of its early history was. 
denbtlees connected, it has left unly scanty 
and very imperfect records, That ip wis 
peopled from: the north, perhaps from an- 
ctent Jiurlen, with suichitions fren Egypt 
and Arabia, i evident. The people, there- 
fore, art Hamitic and Semitic in ortgit. 

As ta when and how they arrived, there 
is much uneertainiv. Apparently we may 
io back to tooo Fi, C. with some degree 
of safety; but even here we have no-solid 
grouml of fact and, since jt is a matter of 
epecnintion anid inference anyway, there 
ire thase who are willing to believe im 
orurins as remote as sooo B.C, Among 
these tire the Ethiopians themselves, whose 
pride ef ancestry may perhaps be excused 
for being allowed to ontweigh the accu- 

racy of their historical chronicles.

The government is an old-fashioned 
feudalism, such as Aourished in Europe 
in the Middle Ages: Theoretically, the 
hereditary ruler ts all-powerful, with the 
life or death of every man om his hands, 
All are subject to his call to arms and, 
through a system of provincial governors, 
everlords, and petty chiefs, to taxation 
and other forms, of service.

We placed the blame on our own man 
and pronounced a fine upon him, to be 
paid to the incensed stranger. At the 
same time | drew a few small coins trom 
my own pocket and offered them osten- 
sibly as teeompense for the torn clothing. 

The young man was mollihed at once, 


with the result thot a situation which 


mirht have resulted in the loss of several 
lives, perhaps including our own, was 
acttled for twelve ents in American 
money. 
RECALCITRANT GUIDES IMPRESSED INTO 
SERVICE 


Our relations with the Gallas, anid m 

verieral with other tribes, were for the 
most part pleisant and frienlly, and we 
often emploved them as hunters an 
grids, . 
"Phe trails are little more than cowpaths, 
comstantly forking: and rimming in all di- 
rections, In order not to lose time be- 
tween main points, therefore, it was neces- 
sary for us to have local guides from day 
to day. These puides were furnished by 
the local chiefs, were paid for their sery- 
ices, and usually were very glad to go 
with 15. 

In one place m the far-south, however, 
we had considerable difficulty with guides. 
This was wear the province of Walamo, 
where a French traveler had been killer] 
two years previotsly., It was the ctin- 
sms of opinion that his death had heen 
due to his own excitable and ill-advised 
actions, Int his government protested and 
Ras Taifani was incuiced to make an ex- 
ample af the natives stppesed to he am- 
plicated, and after some sort of trial 
eleven of them were hanwed, 

In the region. where th tragedy oc- 
curred we found the natives not hostile, 
hut decidedly inclined! to keep out of our 
way. The chiefs were very solicitows ior 
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ur safety, but the rank and. file sinmply 
didn’t want to be found within gunshot 
of as: The result was that we would go 
to a chief and a¢k tora guile, and after 
he had assigned one to us we would start 
out, butat the first opportunity the guide 
would dodve into the hush and disappear. 
forferting our promised reward and beav- 
a acrift. oo 

We finally placed the guide under. guard 
anid marched hirn along at the head of the 
caravan between two anne! men. In one 
case, through the leniency of the guards, 
or perhaps through collision, the gruide 
was permitted to vistt alleged friends m a 
hut along the way, When he failed to 
Teappear the owner of the hut wos seized 
and told he must take his place. 

He protested loudly and his women andl 
néighbors gathered! around, wailing and 
making dire predictions. When they real- 
ed we meant business, however, they 
scattered, and ina short tine shouts: were 
heard from a thick patch oft hanannas near 
ly, and soon a crowd came out, dragging 
the orginal puide, who ultimately re- 
mained with us voluntarily for two extra 
days, after contact with our men had con- 
vinced hint he wos in no real danger, — 

At one time, while traveling without a 
roide, we came to a small village, and as 
we approached we cold see the mbnhit- 
ants scurrying mto their huts. By. the 
time wearriver! the place seemed deserted, 
One of two women remamed tm their 
doorways, but no men were m sight. 

Many trails led out and the locality pras 
very borey; so for a few miles-at least a 
guide was essential, 

Selecting the most impertant-locking 
habitation. our imterpireter started to en- 
ter cd search fora man; bot his prog- 
ress was tromeiately barred by a young 
woman, who appeared at the entrance and 
had to be forced aside: No man was 
found inside, although we felt sire we 
had seen one gd in. Meanwhile we sent 
cat a small scouting party, which soon 
returned with a trembling old man. 

Women began to gather about him; 
then two seared young men joimed the 
group, declaring: that they were the cap- 
tive’s sons, and that they would take lis 
place rather than have him impressed into 
service a5 a puide. ‘This was quite satis- 
factory, and a few hours later, when they 
were dismissed and rewarded, thetr man- 
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ner had changed and they left w= smiling 


and happy, 


HOSMTALITY ALONG THE WAY 


Wherever we went the hospitality of 
the vartotus. chiels was a never-fatling 
suTce Of interest, From Nae Taffari, in 
the comtal, down to the shum, or litle 
headman, of the smallest village om our 
route, prachcally all afficials received ts 
praciously and courteously, They trstisted 
on come at tormally, however, and mich 
lime was consumed in visiting and being 
visited when we wanted to ert on our was 
ati COITY On OUF WOTK. .

Here, immediately after 
our tents were set; a long line of staves 
marchetl gravely up, bearing baskets of 
lirend, jars ef hot pepper sauce, gallons 
 fej,oor honey liver, chickens and eggs 
by the dozen, hay ond barley for our 
mmles, bundles of firewood for our camp, 
anid live stock on the hoof—a couple of 
sheep and, finally, a ing fat ox. 

Such large gifts were embarrassing, for 
we cold not offer money in retum. and 
our stock of pifts was not laree. Balcha at 
least pretended that he wished to return, 
and, as circumstances fell, he got none; 
for, although we had set aside a small rifle 
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Baleha ruled his province with a frm 
hand. We found many evidences of his 
efhcrency,

While Majorca is manifestly a daughter 
Of Spain, Minorea’s features and person 
partake of the north—a strange mmxture 
of English and possibly a tittle Dutch with 
the Spanish. Weil groomed and almost 
tiprlo-date, she looks at the observer with 
a pleasant but slightly reserved smile, anil 
it is evident that she is a person of poise 
aod sel l-nespect. . 

Om the big sister's other hand, Iviea, a 
charming peasant in bright apron, skirt, 
and shawl, hung with harkaric jewelry, 
piques the interest of the genealogist, tor 
m her a different strain, probably vralic. 
seems to predominate. She gages out of 
the picture with level, quiet eyes that are 
a bit mysterious and disconcerting. Her 
face is unsmiling, even shghtly smudry, 
lit still peculiarly attractive. At her feet is 
Formentera Island, one of the two bahtes, 
aimost Iviza’s counterpart in face and 
dress.

The welcime accorded the traveler in 
the Baledries differs according to the 
island, Majorca greets the stranger with 
easy familiarity, for she has known many 
tourists in the last few years; Minorca 
with quiet grace; and Iviza shyly; laut the 
warmth of the welcome is never in doubt, 
Ask a passer-by to indicate the direction 
ty a store or hotel; you will be escorted 
to the door and bowed in, and generally 
yeu must net offer anythme more ma- 
terial than thanks in return.

archeologist directing. the work; and if 
le be simply inclitterett, thinking wmnly of 
his day's wage atid not at all of the inter- 


ests of the dig, he may dhs irreparable 
damage to the science of archeoligy, re- 
moving before they have been noted re- 
nuts whose association Is of prime tn 
portance, destrayine floor vets, cuttings 
throvivh mud brick walls, obliterating the 
evidence on which history ought to hive 
heen built wp.

Suddenly | remembered that Herodotns, 
descriling Apollo's Temple at Branchicle, 
near Ephesns. mentions offerings cedt- 
cated there from the spoils of Gaza, in 
southern Palestine, ly Necho, who, like 
his father, nid) use of lonian mercenaries 
in his army. ‘The capture of Oaza took 
place in the campaign tefore the ‘battle 
of Carchemish, and the shickl must have 
belonged to. one df these Greek "ree 
Companions.” who, tied far from home, 
ly the waters of Euphrates,

eether, and we cold see Carchemst in its 
lntter dave, like Jertiscdlem, wavering Te- 
tween Egypt and Assyria, leanme at last 
npon the broken reed cf the Nile, until 
cane the ctash of arms, Animes licking the 
riiters; and the stillness of a cea city.

The hours of darkness were increasing 
rapidly and we had very litte daylight, 
with no sun at all by the first of Ortober— 
just twilight—and a very depressing light 
it was, hard on the nerves.
